TODAY AAUW has over 200,-

tries and contributing finances 
for graduate study at Oxford 
University, England.

At the same time, the quiet 
student, most easily overlooked 
in a classroom situation, may 
have the deepest emotional or 
social problem. 
“ But the teachers are getting 
better all the time at identifica­ 
tion of children in need of re­ 
ferral to the social worker,” 
Mrs. Bangster says. 
ALSO, THE social worker is 
asked only to counsel, not 
to 
prescribe — particularly not to 
prescribe to the 
teacher 
who 
must deal with the child in the 
setting of 
a 
classroom 
group 
rather than on the social work­ 
e r’s individual basis, according 
to the Arlington Heights superin­ 
tendent. 
Beyond the classroom situa­ 
tion. administrators are faced 
nith the decision whether 
a 
child needs simple disciplinary 
action in a problem situation 
or referral to a social worker. 
The line between the 
school 
psychologist now employed on a 
part- or full-time basis in most | 
districts and the social worker is I 
more clearly defined in the minds I 
of those involved. 
The psychologist tests, prim ar- j 
ily to determine the mental capa­ 
bilities of a student. The social 
worker’s purpose is therapeutic, 
designed to remove social or 
emotional barriers which prevent 
the child from working up to his 
capabilities in the educational 
system. 
THE SOCIAL worker is really 
in a middle ground, getting cases 
by referral from teachers, prin­ 
cipals, parents and 
sometimes 
even students themselves, and

THE WORKER’S method var­ 
ies, but it is always one of de­ 
veloping a close personal relation 
with the child, building up his 
confidence on a personal inter­ 
view basis. Often it involves par­ 
ents on an interview basis

volved in referral and kept in­ 
formed on the child’s progress. 
The social worker may play 
games with a young child, talk 
of inconsequentials with an ad­ 


olescent, or come to any com­ 
mon level with 
the referred 
student to find a starting point 
toward understanding. 
He may use all of the school’s 
recreational or extracurricular 
facilities in limited therapy, 
or 
turn to community 
resources 
from the YMCA to social and 
relief agencies and the 
mental 
health clinics. 


PROBLEMS encountered range 
from automatic referral to one 
of many other special education 
programs under state subsidy be­ 
cause of physical or mental han­ 
dicaps to schoolphobia, a deep 
fear rooted entirely in the edu­ 
cational system. 
They run the range of the 
withdrawn, the overactive, the 
loners. The therapy is talk, if 
it will work — or one of many 
other methods if talk fails. 
But it all comes back to the 
educational system. 
If a child 
falls away from the classroom 
situation he is brought back when 
possible.

wagon full of people coming down 
the lane and immediately think, 
‘where will I sleep all these peo­ 
ple?* ” (You had already recog­ 
nized the team and wagon.) Along 
came the Model T Ford and all 
that changed. 
When you saw 
someone a-chugging up the lane 
you would say, “well, what am I 
going to feed them?” People 
would come to visit just for the 
day. Then, she said, “along came j 
those fast cars and you no longer 
had to worry whether you had 
room to sleep the visitors or food 
to feed the guests because they 
didn’t even stay long enough foT 
tea. Transportation 
has 
really 
changed our ways of entertaining 
and visiting.” 
Grandmother also told about 
the time my uncle had an attack 
of appendicitis. There was no doc 
tor where they lived, so they had 
to wait for a train. The whole fam-1 
ily went along because there was 
no one to leave the children with 
and they rode the train more than 
one hundred miles to the town 
where the operation was per 
formed. They brought ice and put 
it in fruit jars to pack around my 
uncle on the train to keep the ap­ 
pendix from bursting. They were

rushed him to the hospital for the 
operation. He is alive to this day, 
a healthy man.

Lions’ Starting Five

HOW WOULD YOU ORDER y ou r opening day of pheasant 
season if y ou had a choice? Cold, a little snow perhaps, and a 
steady breeze for the dogs? 
You cou ld predict where they wou ld be then, and probably 
they wou ld be a bit easier to spot—flu shing at the proper instant 
to prov ide easy shooting. 
Perhaps that wou ld be the day to order, bu t fortu nately the 
weather is at no hu nter’s beck and call. There is no telling—only 
wishing. 


So this y ear it happened. At 11:45 a. m. Satu rday in a 
soil-bank field near Decatu r there were six of u s sitting on 
car fenders looking ou t on a 60 degree day with a “steady 
breeze” that wou ld topple a shallow-rooted tree. 


We had pointers—Brittany spaniels—and the grou nd and air 
were bone dry , filled with du st. They wou ld hav e trou ble work­ 
ing well in the strong wind. 
Talk centered arou nd where to locate the birds, how to keep 
them from ru nning arou nd u s in more than 80 acres of good feed 
and cov er. 
The general comment was, “We cou ld hav e had better hu nt­ 
ing weather;” bu t then the hu nt began. 
We started down a drainage ditch with 15 feet of weeds 
on either side. The dogs were eager and fru strated. On a 
colder day many birds wou ld hav e been on the sheltered 
banks. 
Only a single hen flu shed. The majority of the birds were 
obv iou sly in the broad, flat fields, cov ered with machine-picked 
corn, wheat, pastu re land, and what the local farmers call Ken­ 
nedy fields (soil bank). 
The hu nting got harder; the driv es were rou gh and Iwig, bu t 
sport and ex citement were u ndeniably at a peak. There was no 
telling where the nex t cock wou ld flu sh, or how many wou ld bu rst 
at once from sparse cov er at the end of a field. 


Two members of the party filled their limits—nobody 
went home that day withou t at least one bird. And the best 
part, it was a good half-day ’s hu nting with hardly a dry ru n 
throu gh any field, thou gh many a cock bird got u p bey ond 
gu n range. 


The second day of the season, Su nday , fou nd only two of the 
original party of six ou t in the field to greet the morning, and 
those two, inclu ding the writer, were a sorry lot of stiff mu scles 
and sore feet. 
Bu t that second day in the same kind of weather ov er the 
same grou nd (with a cou ple of springer spaniels replacing the 
Brittanies) was good for ju st as many su rprises and as mu ch 
ex citement. 
The ideal hu nting weather, cold and snow, will come some­ 
time before the season ends Dec. 19, and by that time it will prob­ 
ably be more than welcome. 


The game popu lation will hav e been thinned by constant 
pressu re from Illinois’ av id bird hu nters, and the beau tifu l 
cock pheasant will hav e learned to ru n, dodge, hide and fly 
a little better than he does now. 


One thing is su re, thou gh. There are few people arou nd De­ 
catu r—or arou nd Chenoa by all reports stemming from that area 
—who had any thing to cu rse bu t their aim after this y ear’s open­ 
ing day . 
The Department of Conserv ation had it pegged, it seems, in 
a pre-season report that the pheasant popu lation has increased 
25 per cent ov er a 1958 cou nt, and stands the highest in that span 
of time. 
And now comes a report that the Illinois qu ail popu la­ 
tion is u p approx imately 50 per cent ov er last y ear. W. D. 
Klimstra. director of the Sou thern Illinois Univ ersity Cooper­ 
ativ e Wildlife Research Laboratory , made the estimate and 
attribu tes the increase to greater hatching su ccess last spring. 
If this be the case, despite the ex pert’s warning that the birds 
will flu sh wildly and be hard to find becau se of drou ght condi­ 
tions, nex t weekend shou ld mean a trip to sou thern Illinois to test 
the su rv ey ’s v alidity .

HOW WOULD YOU ORDER your opening day of pheasant 
season if you had a choice? Cold, a little snow perhaps, and a 
steady breeze for the dogs? 
You could predict where they would be then, and probably 
they would be a bit easier to spot—flushing at the proper instant 
to provide easy shooting. 
Perhaps that would be the day to order, but fortunately the 
weather is at no hunter s beck and call. There is no telling—only 
wishing. 


So this year it happened. At 11:45 a. rn. Saturday in a 
soil-bank field near Decatur there were six of us sitting on 
car fenders looking out on a 60 degree day with a “steady 
breeze” that would topple a sh a How-rooted tree. 


We had pointers—Brittany spaniels—and the ground and air 
were bone dry, filled with dust. They would have trouble work­ 
ing well in the strong wind. 
Talk centered around where to locate the birds, how to keep 
them from running around us in more than 80 acres of good feed 
and cover. 
The general comment was, “We could have had better hunt­ 
ing weather;” but then the hunt began. 
We started down a drainage ditch with 15 feet of weeds 
on either side. The dogs were eager and frustrated. On a 
colder day many birds would have been on the sheltered 
banks. 
Only a single hen flushed. The majority of the birds were 
obviously in the broad, flat fields, covered with machine-picked 
corn, wheat, pasture land, and what the local farmers call Ken­ 
nedy fields (soil bank). 
The hunting got harder; the drives were rough and long, but 
sport and excitement were undeniably at a peak. There was no 
telling where the next cock would flush, or how many would burst 
at once from sparse cover at the end of a field. 


Two members of the party filled their limits—nobody 
went home that day without at least one bird. And the best 
part, it was a good half-day’s hunting with hardly a dry run 
through any field, though many a cock bird got up beyond 
gun range. 


The second day of the season, Sunday, found only two of the 
original party of six out in the field to greet the morning, and 
those two, including the writer, were a sorry lot of stiff muscles 
and sore feet. 
But that second day in the same kind of weather over the 
same ground (with a couple of springer spaniels replacing the 
Brittanies) was good for just as many surprises and as much 
excitement. 
The ideal hunting weather, cold and snow, will come some­ 
time before the season ends Dec. 19, and by that time it will prob­ 
ably be more than welcome. 


The game population will have been thinned by constant 
pressure from Illinois' avid bird hunters, and the beautiful 
cock pheasant will have learned to run, dodge, hide and fly 
a little better than he does now. 


One thing is sure, though. There are few people around De­ 
catur—or around Chenoa by all reports stemming from that area 
—who had anything to curse but their aim after this year’s open­ 
ing day. 
The Department of Conservation had it pegged, it seems, in 
a pre-season report that the pheasant population has increased 
25 per cent over a 1958 count, and stands the highest in that span 
of time. 


And now comes a report that the Illinois quail popula­ 
tion is up approximately 50 per cent over last year. W. D. 
Klimstra. director of the Southern Illinois University Cooper­ 
ative Wildlife Research Laboratory, made the estimate and 
attributes the increase to greater hatching success last spring. 


If this be the case, despite the expert’s warning that the birds 
will flush wildly and be hard to find because of drought condi­ 
tions, next weekend should mean a trip to southern Illinois to test 
the survey’s validity.

Is Key to Better Jobs

When 
150,000 
Negro 
pupils 
boy cotted the Chicago public 
schools recently , the nation was 
put on notice that their parents 
recognize fully the importance 
of a sound education. 
Mothers who kept their chil­ 
dren out of class on “ Freedom 
Day ,” did so in protest of J im 
Crow 
educcftional 
conditions. 
Chicago’s schools appear to be 
as racially segregated as those 
in Dix ie. 
What kind of tutoring can a 
child get from uncertified and 
substitute teachers day after 
day , 
in 
ov ercrowded 
class­ 
rooms, short of books, labora­ 
tories, and other teaching ma­ 
terials? 
The fantatic number of drop­ 
outs in Chicago—reported to be 
about 18,000 a y ear—is a stun­ 
ning indictment of the public 
school sy stem’s failure to stim­ 
ulate pupils with enrichment 
programs. The biggest enrich­ 
ment program is integration. 
The U.S. Supreme Court made 
this point in 19 54, when it de­ 
clared that segregated educa­ 
tion is inherently unequal. 
Minority children desperately 
need 
enrichment 
programs. 
They need the finest educations, 
not the poorest, to make up for 
hundreds of y ears of academic 
pov erty . 
According to J oseph P. Ly - 
ford, former staff director of 
New York’s Public Education 
Assn., the public schools must 
giv e the child from an under­ 
priv ileged background a mas­ 
siv e dose of quality education. 
Writing in a recent edition of 
the Saturday Rev iew, he say s: 
“ Our emphasis on v ocational 
training programs in the high

Too many times training 
programs educate y oung per­ 
sons for jobs that are shrink­ 
ing or which plain do not ex ist. 
But a child who learns how to 
read, write, spell and absorb 
all the math and scientific cours­ 
es av ailable is one headed for 
a bright horizon in industry or 
the professions. 
l^ost important, the child who 
can understand philosophy and 
phy sics, math and literature and 
language, will hav e been train­ 
ed in 
mental 
flex ibility 
and 
curiosity . If he gets knocked out 
of one job by automation, he 
will be able to learn a new posi­ 
tion rapidly because, basically , 
he knows how to think for him­ 
self, and how to learn for him­ 
self. 
Training 
is important. 
Re­ 
training—for the man who has 
been bounced by automation— 
is important. But a basic liberal 
arts education, in high school 
and college, is the key to the 
better jobs. 
The public school sy stems in 


our large cities, which get away 
with murder in the manner in 
which they treat Negro pupils, 
1 ust be made to do a better 
job. 
Their failure to teach funda­ 
mental courses well enough to 
prev ent the tragedy and waste 
of drop-outs was described ably 
by Thomas J . Watson, chairman 
of the board of 
International 
Business Machines, who said: 
“ The U.S. today has 800,000 
teenagers out of school and out 
of work—a 
number 
approx i­ 
mately equal to the population 
of San Francisco. Many of these 
are Negroes, who, in addition 
to y outh and lack of skill, hav e 
the further burden of racial dis­ 
crimination to bear in their 
search 
for 
work—a 
burden

Liberal Arts Education 
Is Key to Better Jobs

lutio n a re co mp cmnd ed when we ha ve 
a n ex tend ed d ry sp ell, siwh a s we ha ve 
ha d this fa ll, ca using strea m levels to 
d ecline until their flo w is just a trick ­ 


le. 


It is quite apparent that putting an 
end to all this po llutio n is far mo re co m­ 
plicated than co mpelling a facto ry to 
plug up a pipe which is dumping chemi­ 
cal wastes into a riv er. It will take time 
and effo rt to co rrect all the bad co ndi­ 
tio ns. 


Fo rtunately , public o pinio n is be­ 
co ming aro used o n matters affecting the 
env iro nment. Fo r ex ample, Co o k Co un­ 
ty recently ado pted its first air po llutio n 
law. Perhaps stream po llutio n is no 
wo rse than it was a decade o r two ag o ; 
the difference may be that the public is 
beg inning to pro test. 


Pub lic co ncern is the chief lever 
which will reno va te a nd p ro tect o ur 
strea ms. 


There is o ne situatio n w^hich needs 
straig htening o ut if a clean streams pro ­ 
g ram in the metro po litan area is to hav e 
max imum effect. 


At present, the Metro po litan Sani­ 
tary District area is no t under the juris­ 
dictio n o f the State Sanitary Water 
Bo ard in matters o f po llutio n. 


Thus, the Des Pla ines River in 
La k e Co unty is und er the a utho rity o f 
the Sa nita ry Wa ter Bo a rd , when the 
river enters Co o k Co unty the Metro ­ 
p o lita n Sa nita ry District ha s a utho ri­ 
ty, a nd when it flo ws into DuPa g e 
Co unty, the Sa nita ry Wa ter Bo a rd 
is in cha rg e a g a in. 


Obv io usly , ev en with the best o f in­ 
tentio ns by bo th ag encies, such a set-up 
hinders the mo st effectiv e so lutio ns to 
the pro blem. The Sanitary Water Bo ard 
sho uld be g iv en jurisdictio n o v er all the 
streams in the state. 


That w’o uld be the essential first step 
to ward cleaner streams. 


Sco uting Keeps Pace 


The fiv e o perating districts o f the 
No rthwest Suburban Bo y Sco ut Co uncil 
this mo nth are ho lding their annual Rec­ 
o g nitio n Dinners, a time to publicly ho n­ 
o r tho se v o lunteer leaders w ho hav e co n­ 
tributed to the g ro wth o f the Sco uting 
mo v ement. 


So mething else has been added to the 
dinners this y ear, ho wev er. The ex plo ­ 
siv e po pulatio n g ro wth o f no rthwest sub­ 
urbs has similarly affected the lo cal 
Sco ut co uncil, and the present fiv e dis­ 
tricts are being ex panded to sev en. To 
implement the enlarg ed pro g ram, two 
additio nal pro fessio nal Sco ut ex ecutiv es 
hav e been emplo y ed by the co uncil, 
bring ing its staff to 1 0 perso ns. 


Bo y Sco uts came to no rthwest sub­ 
urbs in December, 1 9 1 9 — o nly nine 
y ears after establishment o f the mo v e­ 
ment in the United States. This was 
Tro o p 1, still o perating at the Metho dist 
Church in Park Ridg e. 


The co uncil itself was established in 
1 9 2 6 ; to day it serv es mo re than 3 5 area 
co mmunities, ex tending the Sco ut pro ­ 
g ram to 1 2 ,50 0 bo y s between the ag es 
o f 8 and 1 6 . Mo re than 3 ,80 0 adults are 
presently v o lunteering their serv ices in 
the lo cal co uncil.

As the no rthwest area beco mes in­ 
creasing ly urbanized, o ur suburbs can 
be g rateful fo r such a stro ng o rg aniza­ 
tio n to serv e the needs o f o ur y o uth. In 
the field o f character building and lead­ 
ership training , it is do ubtful if the Bo y 
Sco uts hav e any peer. Aside fro m the 
churches and sy nag o g ues, few o rg aniza­ 
tio ns can equal Sco uting ’s achiev ement 
in pro v iding y o ung men with a hig h 
mo ral co de as ex pressed in the Sco ut 
Oath and the 1 2 po ints o f the Sco ut 
Law. 


We find it bo th refreshing and reas­ 
suring to .see the Bo y Sco uts ho no r the 
sy mbo ls o f o ur natio nal pride and pur­ 
po se. Certainly it is no accident that all 
but two o f o ur o rig inal 1 6 astro nauts 
were Bo y Sco uts during their fo rmativ e 
y ears.

State Board Key 
To Clean Streams 


Public attention this month was dra­ 
matically directed to the perils of stream 
pollution by the dumping of cyanide in­ 
to Kickapoo Creek in downstate Illinois. 


A few days later, Atty. Gen. William 
G. Clark announced he had launched a 
campaign to end pollution of Illinois 
streams. 
“The 
pollution 
of 
Illinois 
streams has reached the point where 
drastic action must be considered to 
stop it,” Clark said. “Day after day, re­ 
ports of pollution by this or that corpo­ 
ration or city reach the Sanitary Water 
Board.” 


Clark announced a new technique 
which he predicted would be effective: 
making offenders post bond to guaran­ 
tee they will end pollution by an agreed- 
upon date. 
t 
Most of the cases Clark seemed to 
be referring to are the simplest and 
crudest types of pollution — such as 
dumping industrial chemicals into 
streams. There are also more subtle 
and insidious types of stream pollu­ 
tion. Unfortunately, these types seem 
to be the big problem in the Des 
Plaines River and Salt Creek, the 
streams that flow through much of 
the northwest suburban area. 


Among these insidious sources of 
pollution are: 


—Sewage treatment plants which 
are inadequate to meet the demands 
made utx>n them. 


—The presence in many communi­ 
ties of combined sanitary and storm 
sewers. 


—The great number of septic tanks. 
—Chemical pollution from agricul­ 
tural fertilizers and pesticides which 
reaches the streams via farm tiles. 


And the bad effects of all this pol­ 


lution are compounded when we have 
an extended dry spell, such as we have 
had this fall, causing stream levels to 
decline until their flow is just a trick­ 
le. 


It is quite apparent that putting an 
end to all this pollution is far more com­ 
plicated than compelling a factory to 
plug up a pipe which is dumping chemi­ 
cal wastes into a river. It will take time 
and effort to correct all the bad condi­ 
tions. 


Fortunately, public opinion is be­ 
coming aroused on matters affecting the 
environment. For example, Cook Coun­ 
ty recently adopted its first air pollution 
law. Perhaps stream pollution is no 
’worse than it was a decade or two ago; 
the difference may be that the public is 
beginning to protest. 


Public concern is the chief lexer 
which will renovate and protect our 
streams. 


There is one situation which needs 
straightening out if a clean streams pro­ 
gram in the metropolitan area is to have 
maximum effect. 


At present, the Metropolitan Sani­ 
tary District area is not under the juris­ 
diction of the State Sanitary Water 
Board in matters of pollution. 


Thus, the Des Plaines River in 
Lake County is under the authority of 
the Sanitary Water Board, when the 
river enters Cook County the Metro­ 
politan Sanitary District has authori­ 
ty, and when it flows into DuPage 
County, the Sanitary Water Board 
is in charge again. 


Obviously, even with the best of in­ 
tentions by both agencies, such a set-up 
hinders the most effective solutions to 
the problem. The Sanitary Water Board 
should be given jurisdiction over all the 
streams in the state. 


That would be the essential first step 
toward cleaner streams. 


Scouting Keeps Pace 


The five operating districts of the 
Northwest Suburban Boy Scout Council 
this month are holding their annual Rec­ 
ognition Dinners, a time to publicly hon­ 
or those volunteer leaders who have con­ 
tributed to the growth of the Scouting 
movement. 


Something else has been added to the 
dinners this year, however. The explo­ 
sive population growth of northwest sub­ 
urbs has similarly affected the local 
Scout council, and the present five dis­ 
tricts are being expanded to seven. To 
implement the enlarged program, two 
additional professional Scout executives 
have been employed by the council, 
bringing its staff to IO persons. 


Boy Scouts came to northwest sub­ 
urbs in December, 1919 — only nine 
years after establishment of the move­ 
ment in the United States. This was 
Troop I, still operating at the Methodist 
Church in Park Ridge. 


The council itself was established in 
1926; today it serves more than 35 area 
communities, extending the Scout pro­ 
gram to 12,500 boys between the ages 


of 8 and 16. More than 3,800 adults are 
presently volunteering their services in 
the local council. 


As the northwest area becomes in­ 
creasingly urbanized, our suburbs can 
be grateful for such a strong organiza­ 
tion to serve the needs of our youth. In 
the field of character building and lead­ 
ership training, it is doubtful if the Boy 
Scouts have any peer. Aside from the 
churches and synagogues, few- organiza­ 
tions can equal Scouting^ achievement 
in providing young men with a high 
moral code as expressed in the Scout 
Oath and the 12 points of the Scout 
Law*. 


We find it both refreshing and reas­ 
suring to see the Boy Scouts honor the 
symbols of our national pride and pur­ 
pose. Certainly it is no accident that all 
but two of our original 16 astronauts 
were Boy Scouts during their formative 
years. 


Scouting is a dynamic, expanding 
movement in northwest suburbs. Un­ 
fortunately, however, it is reaching on­ 
ly a third of our boys. More volunteer 
leaders, more organized packs, troops, 
and posts are needed if we are to extend 
the advantages of Cub Scouts, Boy 
Scouts, and Explorers in the northwest 
area. 


We congratulate the busy volunteers 
of the Scout movement; we are confi­ 
dent we express the gratitude of the en­ 
tire area community in paying recogni­ 
tion to this unselfish service.

The latter answerer understands that the questioner sees all 
reality in terms of his measured world, thus the awkward situa­ 
tion of a small child asking a big question 
has been answered adequately. He further 
understands while factual information is neces­ 
sary to learn, creative literature, or that body 
of words existing because an imagination pro­ 
duced, is necessary to live. 
Living, as opposed to existing, depends 
upon an awareness, an experiencing of life.

cause of the human condition, or through vicarious experience, 
the reporting of another. Into this latter category falls creative 
literature. The gas lights harboring a cluster of carolers before 
frost-paned windows charm many Christmas card receivers. 
Without Dickens, the comfortable image might he lost. The 
splendor of ancient Rome, yes, the beauty of Cleopatra, the 
mystery of a Mogul court — because of imagination, these 
live. 
A tragic Anna Karenina, an aspiring Dick Whittington, the 
typical Bennett family — within each the reader sees a bit of 
himself and perhaps is better for it If maturity is partially a 
result of experience, perhaps pre-living some of these experiences 
will make maturity come more quickly; to the young son who 
now drives the family car, or the little sister who has blossomed 
into a date-able young lady, maturity is an attractive character­ 
istic to possess. 
The “factualism” (as opposed to the “imaginer”) not to be 
undaunted, asks “So what?” or ‘Tm getting along aren t I” or 


Says Poverty W ill 
Not Be Tolerated 


“Ours is a scientific world, so when in Rome . . .” The narrow­ 
ness of the first two makes a reply a waste. The last thought is 
perhaps the most prevalent — science, first and foremost. No 
civilization, however, can progress without imagination. 


Able technicians can keep a civilization functioning ade­ 
quately, perhaps handsomely, but without the gift of absorbing 
a fact, viewing it through imagination, then seeing it different­ 
ly, no technician can invent tomorrow's improvements. It is 
no waste for the budding scientist to spend some time reading. 
C ontrary to popular thought, hard science courses are not the 
epitome of intellectual thinking. 


According to tests conducted by psychologist Liam Hudson 
of Cambridge University, (as reported in Time) the theory that 
“ hard’ sciences [are] an automatic proof of intellectual superi­ 
ority ‘is false’ if the criterion is a capacity for imaginative think­ 
ing,” and, according to Webster, it should be. 


Results of the test found this imaginative thinking to be lurk­ 
ing beneath history and English literature exteriors! If this 
capacity for imaginative thinking is a necessity for a progressive 
civilization, the humanities, hence, creative literature, has scored 
a quantative point worthy of a “factualist’s” vote! FURTHER, 
according to Hudson, “Young scientists ‘tend to be less intellect­ 
ually flexible than young arts specialists, and more restricted 
emotionally.’ ” 


Ah! the emotions: Machines can compute, machines can 
dig ditches, but machines and army sergeants (so I’m told) 
have no emotions; only man, wonderful, limited, human man, 
can feel. How sad to smell burning leaves and think only of 
dry, still weather-laws! How materialistic to view a December 
family addition first as an income tax deduction! How waste­ 
ful to see a family-tied mother stagnate! 


lf creative literature offers no more than an escape, that it 
does, but if depths of compassion, heated anger, or wonder are 
sought, creative literature has them. 


For one who lacks personality, universality, vocabulary or 
dept (as did Alan Shepherd when he said of outer space ac­ 
cording to Newsweek, “What a beautiful view,” of the lady friend 
who interrupted a conversation on "the time element of segrega­ 
tion” with “I remember when I was in school . . . 
or the bud­ 
ding executive who could only smile blankly at the reference, 
“Wat TYter’s campaign was more successful than this will ever 
be,”), a “broadened” scope gained from reading creative litera­ 
ture could benefit. To see analagous^ or to experience deeply is 
to imagine, to mature, to progress, to feel, to live.

MA D I S O N , WIS., (UPI)— 
While man in the past has 
accepted poverty and suffer­ 
ing, “people today no longer 
consider it tolerable,” one of 
the nations top economists 
said during a debate at the 
University of Wisconsin. 
Leon Keyserling, top eco­ 
nomic adviser to Pres. Harry 
Truman and presently work­ 
ing with the Kennedy Admin­ 
istration, discussed economic 
issues with Milton Friedman 
from the University of Chi­ 
cago. 


KEYSERLING 
said 
the 
world is in the midst of a 
great struggle to end poverty 
and suffering on the face of 
the earth. ‘There is a new 
spirit in the West which sees 
the need for responsible free 
enterprise working with re­ 
sponsible free government as 
manifested 
in 
Scandinavia, 
France and Germany,” he 
said. 
Nations 
will 
make 
the 
greatest progress, Keyserling 
said, “when working under 
leadership supplied by the go­ 
vernment,” not through volun­ 
tary munificence of corpora­ 


tions. 
Opposing this view, Prof. 
Friedman said the govern­ 
ment has failed in nearly all 
of its economic planning. He 
cited the farm surplus pro­ 
gram, calling it a “free lunch 
program for mice.” 


“CONCENTRATED 
inter­ 
ests are able to gain advan­ 
tages at the expense of tax­ 
payers,” he said, contending 
“capitalism is the only sys­ 
tem which keeps down the 
power of the capitalists.” 
It can not be done through 
governmental r e g u l a t o r y 
agencies, he said. 


Friedman claimed progress 
is most dramatic in places 
where there is less depend­ 
ence on central planning. He 
cited Hong Kong and Malaya 
and contrasted their relative 
prosperity to Indonesia and 
India where he said much 
central planning is used. 
Keyserling 
conceded that 
some government programs 
were not perfect, but main­ 
tained that “in the balance, 
people are better off” with 
the government programs. 


Claims Press Hinders 
U.S. Foreign Policy 


MADISON, 
WIS., 
(UTO - 
A University (rf Wisconsin spe­ 
cialist in international rela­ 
tions believes that interna­ 
tional news confereage by the 
nation’s press is a barrier to 
the development of a co­ 
herent U.S. foreign policy. 
Prof. Bernard Cohen of the 
UW political science depart­ 
ment, in his new book “The 
Press and Foreign Policy,” 
c l a i m s that the nation’s 
papers, by giving prominence 
to one dramatic international 
development, often force top 
state department policy mak­ 
ers to concentrate their atten­ 
tion on that issue and put 
aside most other problems 
temporarily. 
“The press is significantly 
more than a purveyor of in­ 
formation and opinion,” said 
Cohen. “It may not be suc­ 
cessful much of the time in 
telling people what to think, 
but it is stunningly success­ 
ful in telling its readers what 


to think about.” 
NEWS AIMED to provide 
for the small group of read­ 
ers that care about foreign 
news would be a substantial 
benefit to policy planners, ac­ 
cording to Cohen. 
This would enable policy 
planners in providing infor­ 
mation and in keeping various 
aspects of important interna­ 
tional issues in somewhat of 
a balance in the nation's 
press, and 
help 
minimize 
sudden flareups of public in­ 
terest in one foreign occur­ 
rence that force the State 
Department to make special 
efforts to meet them. 
However Cohen 
did 
not 
place all of the blame on the 
press. 
Perhaps 
equally 
to 
blame, said Cohen, are State 
Department efforts to keep 
news 
from 
the press. 
At 
times, this forces reporters to 
turn to the dramatic and ob­ 
vious for their stories. 


different places. If Brown 
County was full of bird lov­ 
ers he could say, “In order 
to preserve the traditional 
American bird-loving way 
of life, it is imperative that 
the next legislature enact a 
law to bell cats.” 
Then he could go to Blue 
County at the other end of 
the state, which was full of 
cat lovers, and declare, “The 
belling of cats would be an 
intolerable infringement 
on 
their personal liberty entirely 
out of keeping with traditional 
American concepts and I will 
vote against i t ” 


BUT TODAY communica­ 
tions are so efficient that vot­ 
ers would quickly be informed 
of such duplicity. So new 
techniques have had to be de­ 
veloped. 
A real breakthrough in 
solving this problem was 
the discovery that a candi­ 
date must never say how 
he will vote. But he must 
give the impression to his 
listeners, both cat lovers 
and bird lovers, that he will 
vote the way they want him 
to. 
One way to achieve this is 
to sing the praises of birds 
when speaking in B r o w n 
County. The candidate should 
speak lyrically of the beauty 
of the plumage of birds and 
the inspiration man derives 
from listening to their songs. 
He may also note their eco­ 
nomic 
value in controlling 
crop-destroying insects. But he 
must never, never say he will 
vote to bell cats. 


NATURALLY, when speak­ 
ing in Blue County, the can­ 
didate will praise cats. He 
will note the companionship 
they give and their gentility. 
He may also cite their eco­ 
nomic value 
in 
controlling 
grain-eating mice and rats. 
But he must never, never say 
he will vote against belling 
cats. 
Now. 
if 
the 
candidate 
wants to hit a little harder, 
he can include a criticism 
of cats when speaking in 
Brown County and a deri­ 
sive reference or two to 
birds when talking in Blue 
County. 
All this is quite simple. 
Now, what does a candidate 
do when he takes the ros­ 
trum in Green County before 
a huge audience of uncom­ 
mitted voters evenly divided 
between bird-lovers and cat- 
lovers? 


IN THE past, many candi­ 
dates have cracked up in this 
situation, but techniques have 
been developed to help them 
overcome the difficulty. There 
are two chief techniques. 
One is the filibuster tech­ 
nique. The candidate will 
talk for about five minutes 
on the merits of cats, then 
about five minutes on the 
merits of birds, then five 
minutes more on the merits 
of persons who love cats, 
then five minutes on the 
sterling character of per­ 
sons who love birds. About 
this time he will sense that 
both wings of his audience 
have become quite bored 
with the subject and, with­ 
out having given an answer 
to the question, he will then 
turn to the next one. 
The second technique is a 
little more polished. It is to 
advocate a study commission. 
The candidate will pledge 
himself to appoint a blue rib­ 
bon commission composed of 
such persons as Audubon and 
cat society people, as well as 
businessmen, e d u c a t o r s , 
clergymen, and perhaps even 
a labor leader to investigate 
the cat belling proposal. How 
can you blame a man for 
wanting to get all the facts? 
But this double talk doesn’t 
change things greatly. After 
all, won’t most persons make 
up their minds by the way 
the different candidates smile 
on television?

MADRAS, INDIA — India’s southland has long been neglected 
by tourists, y et it holds some of the most ex citing and varied attrac­ 
tions any where, from 1000-y ear-old temp les to close-up views of wild 
game in their natural habitat. In language, food, customs, dress, 
landscap e, art and architecture, the south differs so'from the north 
that even a northern Indian finds it unique. For the tourist, the 
most immediately imp ressiv e 
p hy sical asp ect of this area are 
the great temp les, of which 
there are more to the square 
mile than any where else in the 
country . 
Comp arable in a way to the 
religious and artistic zeal that 
created the mediev al cathedrals 
of Europ e, these are p roducts 
of a p eriod of building activity 
that lasted in India from 6 00 to 
16 00 A. D. 


THE EAST COAST city of 
Madras is the cultural gateway 
to the south, linked to all major 
cities by air, sea and rail, 
stretching eight miles along the 
sea, the sp acious Marina here 
boasts the second best beach in 
the world. Most striking among 
the many temp les is the Kap al- 
iswarar Koil in the suburb of 
My lap ore, “the abode of p ea­ 
cocks.” Legend has it that the 
goddess 
Parv ati 
transformed 
herself into a p eacock and wor­ 
ship p ed the Hindu god Shiva at 
this sp ot to obtain deliverance. 
The oldest and most p op u­ 
lar form of Indian classical 
dancing, the Bharata Naty am, 
had its origin in Madras, and 
this is still the p rime p lace 
for visitors to see all forms 
of dance art.

Freig hter Ca n 
Be Tra vel Fun

Perhap s many of the so-called facts which this column is about 
to cite about freighter travel can be contradicted by isolated ex ­ 
cep tion, but of two things I can be reasonably dogmatic. Freight­ 
ers carry no more than 12 p assengers (that is governed by law) 
and freighter travel is, by and large, for p eop le who have more time 
than money . 
Unless y ou are a gambler at heart, freighter travel is not for 
y ou who have only two or three weeks to sp end. That is because 
on freighters, understandably enough, freight is 
the imp ortant business at hand. Passengers are 
just along for the ride and they cannot be sure 
when the ride will start, ex actly how long it will 
last or even where it will take them. 
Sailing 
dates are governed by when the cargo is finally 
loaded and delay s can occur. Itineraries can 
change en route. It makes for ex citement but not 
for a budgeting of time. 
Freighter travel, obviously , is not for 
those who want organized entertainment, 
elaborate meals and lux ury accommodations. On the other hand, 
freighter travel is not ex actly sp artan. Many freighters boast 
swimming p ools, staterooms are sp acious and modern and meals 
more than amp le in quantity if not in variet>'. I must confess 
that meals on foreign lines seem to me sup erior to those of 
American ship s. Dutch, (ierman and Scandinavian lines often 
offer quite lavish menus. 
Since the one category of p erson most likely to have unlimited 
time is the retired, freighter travel seems a natural for such. 
Writers, artists, students and others also find freighter travel just 
right for them and as a result y our 11 fellow travelers are ap t to 
be interesting comp anions. At the very least they will be p eop le 
who like informality and leisure which gives y ou all at least one 
thing in common. 
Freighter trav el, of course, offers substantia] savings and 
not only in the fact that fares are low. No investment in 
a 
large wardrobe is required, the staff members who ex p ect tip s 
are few and freighters are usually quite liberal about luggage 
allowances. If the last clause in the p receding sentence seems 
to contradict the first clause let me hasten to clarify . F’or most 
of us, bringing back loot from foreign countries is a big p art 
of the fun. Clothes, gifts, articles for our home are often avail­ 
able at bargain p rices. When freight costs are added, however* 
the bargain often isn’t such a bargain after all. If, however, 
y ou can take y our p urchases with y ou or have them delivered 
to y our ship , y ou not only save money but avoid delay s and 
p ossible damage in ship ment. 
Even if y ou do not have unlimited time there is a way to samp le 
freighter trav el That’s to take a freighter one way and p lan to fly 
home from whatever p ort y ou may find y ourself in a few day s be­ 
fore y our time is up . This method is, of course, more ex p ensive 
than round trip by freighter. If, however, retirement or unlimited 
vacation time is y ears away for y ou and the leisurely life of a 
freighter lures y ou, that method is worth, at least, an investigation. 
Investigation and p lanning, long-range, are integral p arts of a 
frei^ter trip . Reservations need to be made four to six months in 
advance, as a rule. Since p lanning and anticip ation are ingredients 
of all travel, however, make “research” on freighter travel an early 
winter p roject.

South India Has Unique Charm 


Tourists Neglect 
An Exciting Area 


by JEAN GREGOR 


MADRAS, INDIA — India's southland has long been neglected 
by tourists, yet it holds some of the most exciting and varied attrac­ 
tions anywhere, from 1000-year-old temples to close-up views of wild 
game in their natural habitat. In language, food, customs, dress, 
landscape, art and architecture, the south differs so from the north 
that even a northern Indian finds it unique. For the tourist, the 
most 
immediately 
impressive 
physical aspect of this area are 
the great temples, of which 
woven silk fabrics which are 
available in the local shops at 
there are more to the square reasonable prices 
mile than anywhere else in the 
country. 
Comparable in a way to the 
religious and artistic zeal that 
created the medieval cathedrals 
of Europe, these are products 
of a period of building activity 
that lasted in India from 600 to 
1600 A. D. 


THE EAST COAST city of 
Madras is the cultural gateway 
to the south, linked to all major 
cities by air, sea and rail, 
stretching eight miles along the 
sea, the spacious Marina here 
boasts the second best beach in 
the world. Most striking among 
the many temples is the Kapal- 
iswarar Koil in the suburb of 
Mylapore, “the abode of pea­ 
cocks.” Legend has it that the 
goddess 
Parvati 
transformed 
herself into a peacock and wor­ 
shipped the Hindu god Shiva at 
this spot to obtain deliverance. 
The oldest and most popu­ 
lar form of Indian classical 
dancing, the Bharata Natyam, 
had its origin in Madras, and 
this is still the prime place 
for visitors to see all forms 
of dance art. 
Recitals and 
concerts are scheduled near­ 
ly every weekend, and during 
the Christmas season, a spe­ 
cial art festival draws the 
best talent from all over the 
south for competitions. 
The 
Bharata Natyam is usually 
accompanied by the South In­ 
dian style of classical music, 
called Carnatic.

If You‘ve l ime . . 
Freighter Can 
Be Travel Fun

Perhaps many of the so-called facts which this column is about 
to cite about freighter travel can be contradicted by isolated ex­ 
ceptions, but of two things I can be reasonably dogmatic. Freight­ 
ers carry no more than 12 passengers (that is governed by law) 
and freighter travel is, by and large, for people who have more time 
than money. 
Unless you are a gambler at heart, freighter travel is not for 
you who have only two or three weeks to spend. That is because 
on freighters, understandably enough, freight is 
the important business at hand. Passengers are 
just along for the ride and they cannot be sure 
when the ride will start, exactly how long it will 
last or even where it will take them. 
Sailing 
dates are governed by when the cargo is finally 
loaded and delays can occur. Itineraries can 
change en route. It makes for excitement but not 
for a budgeting of time. 
Freighter travel, obviously, is not for 
those who want organized entertainment, 
elaborate meals and luxury accommodations. On the other hand, 
freighter travel is not exactly spartan. Many freighters boast 
swimming pools, staterooms are spacious and modem and meals 
more than ample in quantity if not in variety. I must confess 
that meals on foreign lines seem to me superior to those of 
American ships. Dutch, German and Scandinavian tines often 
offer quite lavish menus. 
Since the one category of person most likely to have unlimited 
time is the retired, freighter travel seems a natural for such. 
Writers, artists, students and others also find freighter travel just 
right for them and as a result your ll fellow travelers are apt to 
be interesting companions. At the very least they will be people 
I who like informality and leisure which gives you all at least one 
thing in common. 
Freighter travel, of course, offers substantial savings and 
not only in Ute fact that fares are low. No investment in a 
I 
large wardrobe is required, the staff members who expect tips 
are few and freighters are usually quite liberal about luggage 
allowances. If the last clause in the preceding sentence seems 
to contradict the first clause let me hasten to clarify. For most 
of us, bringing back loot from foreign countries is a big part 
of the fun. Clothes, gifts, articles for our home are often avail- 
| 
able at bargain prices. When freight costs are added, however, 
the bargain often isn’t such a bargain after all. If. however, 
you can take your purchases with you or have them delivered 
to your ship, you not only save money but avoid delays and 
possible damage in shipment. 
Even if you do not have unlimited time there is a way to sample 
! freighter travel. That’s to take a freighter one way and plan to fly 
! home from whatever port you may find yourself in a few days be­ 
fore your time is up. This method is, of course, more expensive 
| than round trip by freighter. If, however, retirement or unlimited 
I vacation time is years away for you and the leisurely life of a 
freighter lures you, that method is worth, at least, an investigation. 
Investigation and planning, long-range, are integral parts of a 
freighter trip. Reservations need to be made four to six months in 
advance, as a rule. Since planning and anticipation are ingredients

ST. LOUIS, (UPI) — Jo­ 
seph C. Swidler, chairman 
of the Federal Power Com­ 
mission, predicted that the 
nation may be using the en­ 
ergy equivalent to 15 billion 
tons of coal per year within 
the next century. 
Swidler said, at the pres­ 
ent time, we now use the 
equivalent of two billion 
tons per year and “we are 
likely to be using the equiv­ 
alent of three and one-third 
billion tons in 1980 . .

Should we sell wheat to Russia? This question is being asked 
by many people. L. H. Simerl, Extension Economist, at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois, recently presented the following discussion of the 
question. 
The Russian wheat situation has stirred up more questions 
than we have heard since the kids stopped asking them be­ 
cause they had learned all the answers. 
We find that our friends have many different feelings about sell­ 
ing wheat to Russians. Some say that the famine was sent to punish 
the Russian leaders and that we ought not intervene. Others feel 
that their moral convictions require giving help to those in need, 
or at least selling food to them, if they pay in cash. 
We have two alternatives. We could sell wheat to Russia or not. 
Now suppose we had decided not to sell. This fact would have been 
conveyed to the Russian people by the politically controlled news­ 
papers and radio and TV stations. It seems very likely that we 
would have been pictured in a very bad light. Although many Rus- 
.sians now have a favorable attitude toward Americans, they would 
hold a much less favorable view after seeing their children go hun- 
gT}' for a few months. 
Our image would also suffer in many other countries, espe­ 
cially those wavering between communism and private en­ 
terprise. Die commimist elements in those countries would pic­ 
ture us as selfish and inhuman for holding great hoards of food 
and refusing to sell it to hungry people. There would be enough 
truth in their stories to make,strong anti-American propaganda. 
Even if we did not sell wheat directly to Russia, they would 
likely get some of our wheat indirectly. We sell wheat to many for­ 
eign buyers each year. We probably could not prevent them from 
reselling United States wheat to Russia. 
Even if we did succeed in preventing such resales, intermediate 
countries would likely sell part of their own crops to Russia and buy 
from us to meet their own needs. 
In summary, our real choice was between selling wheat 
directly to Russia and making wheat available indirectly. The 
direct sale seems to have more advantages, or fewer disadvan­ 
tages. 
But what about those subsidies? Wiü the American taxpayer 
get stuck with the bUl? He is already stuck with the bill, about $1.5 
i billion a year. Any export sales that can be made for cash will re­ 
duce the taxpayer’s burden. 
Government farm programs have kept our farm prices of wheat 
at $1.80 to $2.00 a bushel in recent years. This is 50 to 70 cento 
higher than going prices in international wheat markets. To sell in 
these markets our grain dealers have to offer wheat for 50 to 70 
cents a bushel less than they paid for it. They can do this only if 
and when the government makes up the difference between what 
the dealers have to pay for wheat and the price that they can get 
in foreign markets. 
Much of the wheat that wc export, however, brings no cash 
to the United States. It is shipped under special surplus dis­ 
posal — foreign aid programs. The taxpayer pays the whole 
bill, often including freight and amounting to $2.50 or more a 
bushel. 
The cost to taxpayers would be much less if wheat were sold 
to Russia for cash, even at reduced prices, than it would be if 
wheat were shipped to other countries under surplus disposal pro­ 
grams.

Should we sell wheat to Russia? This question is being asked 
by many people. L. H. Simerl, Extension Economist, at the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois, recently presented the following discussion of the 
question. 
The Russian wheat situation has stirred up more questions 
than we have heard since the kids stopped asking them be­ 
cause they had learned all the answers. 
We find that our friends have many different feelings about sell­ 
ing wheat to Russians. Some say that the famine was sent to punish 
the Russian leaders and that we ought not intervene. Others feel 
that their moral convictions require giving help to those in need, 
or at least selling food to them, if they pay in cash. 
We have two alternatives. We could sell wheat to Russia or not. 
Now suppose we had decided not to sell. This fact would have been 
conveyed to the Russian people by the politically controlled news­ 
papers and radio and TV stations. It seems very likely that we 
would have been pictured in a very bad light. Although many Rus­ 
sians now have a favorable attitude toward Americans, they would 
hold a much less favorable view after seeing their children go hun­ 
gry for a few months. 
Our image would also suffer in many other countries, espe­ 
cially those wavering between communism and private en­ 
terprise. The communist elements in those countries would pic­ 
ture us as selfish and inhuman for holding great hoards of food 
and refusing to sell it to hungry' people. There would be enough 
truth in their stories to make strong anti-American propaganda. 
Even if we did not sell wheat directly to Russia, they would 
likely get some of our wheat indirectly. We sell wheat to many for­ 
eign buyers each year. We probably could not prevent them from 
reselling United States wheat to Russia. 
Even if we did succeed in preventing such resales, intermediate 
countries would likely sell part of their own crops to Russia and buy 
from us to meet their own needs. 
In summary’, our real choice was between selling wheat 
directly to Russia and making wheat available indirectly. The 
direct sale seems to have more advantages, or fewer disadvan­ 
tages. 
But what about those subsidies? Will the American taxpayer 
get stuck with the bill? He is already stuck with the bill, about $1.5 
billion a year. Any export sales that can be made for cash will re­ 
duce the taxpayer’s burden. 
Government farm programs have kept our farm prices of wheat 
at $1.80 to $2.00 a bushel in recent years. This is 50 to 70 cents 
higher than going prices in international wheat markets. To sell in 
these markets our grain dealers have to offer wheat for 50 to 70 
cents a bushel less than they paid for it. They can do this only if 
and when the government makes up the difference between what 
the dealers have to pay for wheat and the price that they can get 
in foreign markets. 
Much of the wheat that we export, however, brings no cash 
to the United States. It is shipped under special surplus de­ 
posal — foreign aid programs. The taxpayer pays the whole 
bill, often including freight and amounting to $2.50 or more a 
bushel. 
The cost to taxpayers would be much less if wheat were sold 
to Russia for cash, even at reduced prices, than it would be if 
wheat were shipped to other countries under surplus disposal pro­ 
grams.

Most 
rose 
gardeners 
are 
aware that hy brid roses are not 
100 per cent hardy in this cli­ 
mate. How well a rose plant 
withstands winter weather de­ 
pends on the condition of the 
plant, and the way in which 
low temperature occurs. 
Plants that hav e had proper 
care 
throughout the 
growing 
season are more likely to with­ 
stand sev ere winters than un­ 
healthy 
plants 
since 
healthy 
plants are able to manufacture 
the max imum amount of sug­ 
ars and to mature properly . 
Fluctuating winter tempera­ 
tures are much harder on roses 
than consistently low tempera­ 
tures. 


IN OUR climate, these fluc­ 
tuating temperatures predomi­ 
nate, 
so it 
is 
essential to 
giv e the plants protection which 
will serv e, not to keep them 
warm, 
but 
to 
av oid 
sudden 
changes in temperature. 
With small hy brid teas 
and 
floribundas, the best way is to 
mound up soil around the base 
I of the plant. The pile of soil 


1 should be 8 to 10 inches high. 
Do this after the first killing 
frost, while the ground can still 
be worked. Be sure when gath­ 
ering the soil around the plant 
not to ex pose any roots. It is 
probably better to bring soil 
from another part of the y ard, 
than to risk damage to roots 
while scraping around among 
the roses. Hold the soil in place 
with tar-paper collars which fit 
around the plant. 
If y ou do not hav e sufficient 
soil to cov er y our plants use 
mulching 
materials 
such as 
coarse peat, ground corncobs, 
coarse v ermiculite or straw. 
Prune back long canes on 
bush roses to keep them from 
being whipped about by winter 
winds.

Film Tri Is Trend

This could be described as a 
year when the strong t r e n d 
away from employe Christmas 
parties, gifts from suppliers to 
customers and other aspects of 
corporate h o l i d a y celebrity 
picked up added steam.

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Traps Best Way 
To Catch Mice

Every year with the first 
hint of cold weather, Illinois 
homes are invaded by mice. 
Even in this age of chem­ 
ical control, traps are the 
most 
satisfactory 
control 
for these unwelcome vis­ 
itors, says Glen Sanderson, 
wildlife specialist with the 
Illinois N a t u r a l History 
Survey and the University 
of Illinois. 
Traps are 
inexpensive 
and 
easy to place, and the mice can 
be disposed of so they will leave 
no odor in the house, says San­ 
derson. 
The best bait is peanut butter 
mixed with a little rancid bacon 
grease. 
If a 
mouse doesn’t 
spring the trap, tie 
a small 


piece of bacon or a raisin to the 
treadle with a thread, advises 
Sanderson. 
Around the house, Sanderson 
suggests anticoagulants or red 
squill-type poisons only if trap­ 
ping doesn’t control the invad­ 
ers. 


In outbuildings where odor is 
not a problem, Sanderson says 
to use poisons, preferably anti­ 
coagulants, placed 8 to 12 feet 
apart. Mice travel only short 
distances, says Sanderson. Bait 
stations should be covered to 
protect the poison from rain and 
pets. 
Anticoagulants kill mice and 
rats with no pain, 
Sanderson 
adds, but they must eat the bait 
for 3 to 14 days before it will 
kill them.
